The Home contains accommodation for eighty 
boys, but owing to the fact that 66 of our senior 
boys have voluntarily joined the Army in the past 
year, the number resident in the Home has been 
rather less than in previous years. The tota! num- 
ber of boys who have enlisted sinee the outbreak 
of the present war is 81. The boys’ payments, ont 
of their own earnings, amounted to £1,045 0/2. 
while our subscriptions amounted to £237 4/8, as 
against £239 9/7 in the year 1914, which shows 
& very slight reduction. 

H is also provided in our charter that the Home 
should be annually visited by an inspector ap- 
pointed by the Lord Lieutenant.

Men and Money. 


Yesterday in the House of Commons Mr. 
Asquith introduced aw#upplementary Vote 
of Credit for £300,000.000, which raises the 
aggregate of expenditure by Votes of Credit 
since the outbreak of war to the gigantic 
sum of £2,382,000,000. In the House of 
Lords the second Military Service Bill, 
which applics general compulsion in Great 
Britain, was read a third time and passed, 
and now awaits only the Royal Assent 
before it becomes law. The proocedings of 
the two Houses are eloquent of the atti- 
tude in which Great Britain confrotts 
what will be, as we hone, the decisive 
period of the war. They are an earnest to 
vur Allies, to our enemies, and to the 
neutral world that the outset of the third 
campaigning season of the great struggle 
finds Great Britain engaged in- that 
struggle to the utmost of her strength, 
with no limit upon the sacrifices which 
her people are prepared to make either in 
lives or in treasure. Mr. Asquith con- 
fined his statement strictly to the financial 


second for the current financial year, and 
the eleventh since the war began. 
The Government is still asking for supply 
on the basis of an estimate of expenditure 
ata marimum of five million pounds a day. 
It justifies this Basis, sufficiently as we 
think, by the great difficulty of making 
an accurate forecast of the expenditure 
which is likely to be incurred in any com- 
paratively short given period, and by the 
necessity of allowing a considerable margin 
for unforeseen emergencies: The esti- 
mated mazimum has, in fact, been more 
nearly approached during the period of 
the last Vote of Credit than ever before ; 


if the war, at a time when we are already 
hing the height of our military effort, 
gives an added importance to the passing 
of the Military Service Bill. It will enable 
the Government, as Earl Kitchener said 
yesterday, to regulate the flow of recruits 
to the Colours, and will get rid 
of those sudden fluctuations in recruiting 
which have been prejudicial alike to our 
military and our industrial interests. For 
the first time the Imperial General Staff, 
assured of an ample and regular supply 
of men, will be able to strike a fair and 
safe balance between our military and our 
industria] efforts. The Bill will make 
possible, if they are practicable, those ex- 
pedients for augmenting the actual fight- 
ing strength of our forces in the field 
which Colortel Churchill presented to the 
House of Commons yesterday with his 
inimitable air of being the only man cap- 
able of dealing withethe situation. We 
may be sure that all these expedients have 
been explored long since by the Imperial 
General Staff, and that such of them as 
are capable of adoption will be employed, 
now that it is relieved of the incessant pre- 
occupation of securing men at all. Colonel 
Churchill’s suggestion that the establish- 
ment of battalions in the field should be 
raised to twelve hundred men is certainly 
not novel, and it is quite likely that this 
increase in combatant strength will now 
be effected. The “combing-out” for ser- 
vice in the field of fit men employed 
behind the [ines at the front and at home, 
and the parallel “combing-out” for pro- 
ductive employment of unfit men retained 
with the Colours, are measures fore 
shadowed in Lord Kitchener's statement 
that the Government s object is “not to 
absorb the physically unfit, but to secure 
the physically efhcient.” The more exten- 
sive development of the unexploited re- 
cruiting fields in Asia and Africa is a 
policy which nobody but Colonel Churchill 
would recommend off-hand, without the 
smallest consideration of any but its 
purely military aspect. With the Mili- 
tary Service Bill on the Statute Book, we 
are assured that the Imperial General 
Staff will spare no useful effort to 
strengthen our striking force m the field. 
It is well that the problem of recruiting 
should be finally solved at the moment 


.when the supreme struggle is beginning to 


be joined in France. The latest German 
effort against Verdun is being accompanied 
by a considerable effort against the British 
front. It! is directed against that sector 


jin Artois, between Lens and Arras, which 


was taken over by British forces from the 
French shortly before the opening of the 
battle of Verdun three months ago. This 
ground is maintaining its reputation as a 
hotly contested centre of action. Last 
September the French, operating on the 
right of the British offensive about Loos 
and Hulluch, secured a footing on the 
ridge of Vimy, which overlooks the town 
of Lens, an important railway junction, 
from the south-west. On Sunday, after a 
bombardment whieh lasted throughout the 
day and became intense in the afternoon, 
the Germans attacked our positions on the 
north end of the ridge, on the lower slopes 
of its highest point, Hill 140. The attack 
was delivered on a front of a little less 
than a mile, and penetrated our first line 
trenches to a depth varying from a 
hundred to three hundred yards. This is 
the: most considerable German success on 
our front since the opening of the spring 
campaign. We may admit as much with- 
out. exaggerating its significance. We 
need give no credit to the German state- 
nent that our troops suffered “ unusually 
severe sanguinary losses.’ That is a 
formula which the Berlin official reports 
employ with increasing frequency and 
recklessness in order to make the German 
losses and their relatively small results 
more palatable to the people-of Germany. 
First line trenches can always be made 
untenable by a sufficient artillery pre- 
paration and a sufficient sacrifice of life 
in the infantry assault. The test of 
strength does not develop until the main 
line of resistance is engaged. We may 
be confident that our troops will win 
back the lost ground, as the French 
are .winning back lost ground in 
their superb recovery before Verdun. The 
attack on our front, like the attack on 
Verdun, is probably intended to subserve 
the political purpose of disturbing civilian 
opinion. It is our business to see that we 
refuse, equally with the French, to be 
dismayed by the enemy’s efforts. 


Dublin Losses. 


Property-owners and business men 
who suffered loss through the recent 
destruction of property in Dublin are by 
no means satisfied with the progress of the 
arrangements for compensation. If is im- 
portant that the procedure for the fixing 
of awards should be set in motion without 
delay. It is still more important that the 
procedure should be correct, and acceptable 
to the claimants. This does not mean 
that the claimants ought to have every- 
thing their own way: it does mean that 
they ought to be able to have confidence in 
the fairness of the tribunal and of the 
terms of reference upon which the tribunal 
will act. As yet they are without the 
grounds; of such confidence. Con- 
cerning the tribunal itself, no official 
statement has yet been made as to its 
composition. This is particularly un- 
satisfactory if the report, circulated un- 
officially, be true, that the first sittings 
may take place next week. According to 
the same unofficial report, one of the mem- 
bers will be a Dublin business man. An 
official statement ought to be made as 
to the constitution of the Committee, 
in time for the persons concerned to 
discuss the appointments. The un- 
official statement which we have specially 
in mind is disquieting in another respect. 
It is said that the Government is deter- 
mined that there shall be no appeal from 
the findings of the Lord Lieutenant's 
Committee. We do not think that the 
Dublin sufferers will be satisfied with 
that position. The fear that the Com- 
mittee may contain a majority of Govern- 
ment representatives strengthens the feel- 
ing that it ought not to be the absolutely 
final court. As to the basis upon which 
compensation is to be awarded, such offi- 
cial statements as we have before us a 
far from satisfactory. We assumed from 
the terms of the Government offer, as 
originally stated, that losses would be com-. 
pensated, irrespective of the amount of 
the insurance policies. Sir Robert 
Chalmers now says that the statement, 
“of course,” means that the amount of 


expenditure has risen to a daily average of 
£4,820,000. It is satisfactory to learn that 
the average for the fighting services, in- 
cluding munitions, has not risen, but, on 
the contrary, is slightly reduced. The 
increase has bsen mainly due to loans to 
our Allies and the Dominions. The new 
Vote is not expected to last beyond the 
first week in August ; for the Government, . 
in Mr. Asquith’s words, “cannot hope for | 
any sensible diminution in the near future 
of our expenditure by way of loans.”

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the policy is the mazimum recoverable. 
This, surely, is inconsistent with com- 
pensation to persons who were not insured 
at all. We understood, and the deputa- 
tion which negotiated with the Under- 

ry understood, that the reference 
to insurance risks simply meant that the 
losses would be assessed on an insurance 
basis: This measure, as we said at the 
time, is one efor the relief, not of insur- 
ance companies, but of sufferers, and the 
amount of the policies actually taken out 
ought not to come into consideration. In 
the ma, of cases, no doubt, the risks

were fully insured, and the compensation 
which would have been awarded by the 
insurance companies in these cases could 
be accepted, as a matter of convenience, 
as the amount to be awarded from State 
resources. It is absurd, however, to sug- 
gest that an insurance policy should be 


'taken as the title to compensation. If 


persons who were partly insured are com- 
pensated up to the extent of their insur- 
ance, and others who were not insured at 
all are compensated up to the extent of 
their loss, there will be absurd inequalities. 
Beyond this there is the question of con- 
sequential damages. The Government has 
banged the door on claims under that 
head; but we still feel that the losses 
so incurred by innocent people ought not 
to be wholly shut out. ' 


Fair Play for Soldiers. 


In London yesterday the King's Bench 
Division granted an application on behalf 
of Sir Roger Casement, who has been com- 
mitted for trial on a charge of high 
treason. A newspaper had published 
certain illustrations under such descrip- 
tions as “The Traitor in the Dock” and 
“High Treason Without the Realm of 
England.” Sir Roger Casement s counsel 
submitted that these comments constituted 
contempt of Court. He said that, “ how- 
ever strong the case for the prosecution 
might be,” they were calculated to preju- 
dios the minds of possible jurymen. The 
Court granted a rule nisi against the news- 
paper, requiring it to show cause why a 
writ of attachment should not be issued 
against it for alleged contempt of Court. 
In Ireland grave charges have been 
directed against some of the soldiers 
who were engaged in” the suppres- 
sion of the recent insurrection. It 
is possible that some mistakes were 
committed, and the military authorities 
accept that possibility. They have pro- 
mised that in every case where charges 
have been made against the soldiers a 
strict inquiry shall be held, and that 
punishment shall follow conviction. Never- 
theless, reports are still published of the 
alleged shooting by soldiers of perfectly 
innocent persons. Substantial details of 
these alleged murders are given on the 
evidence of _unsworn and irresponsible 
witnesses. A cloud of prejudice is being 
generated against men who have had no 
opportunity of stating their own side of 
the case or of calling witnesses in their 
defence.. The whole business is grossly 
unfair. In England, on an er parte ap- 
plication, a rule nisi is granted against a 
newspaper which is charged with having 
presumed the guilt of a man who has been 
actually committed for trial. In Ireland 
newspapers are permitted to prejudice the 
cases oi men who are still at liberty, and 
against whom no specific charges have 
yet been formulated. We have no 
desire to restrict the legitimate liber- 
ties of the Press, but we are sur- 
prised ‘that the military authorities in 
Ireland, though armed with all the powers 
of martial law, have taken no steps to 
secure even the ordinary protection of 
civil law for men who may, or may not, 
have made mistakes in the execution of 
their duty. It was urged in the case of 
Sir’ Roger Casement that the alleged 
assumption of his guilt was calculated to 
prejudice the minds of possible jurymen. 
Surely it is an offence to publish state- 
ments which may prejudice the public 
opinion of Three Kingdoms against 
whole battalions of the King’s troops in 
Ireland. Soldiers, as well as civilians, 
are entitled to the protection of the law— 
whether it be martial Jaw or the ordinary 
law of the land. '

CURTAILMENT OF OPENING 
HOURS. 

Major-General Sandbach, Commanding the 
Troops in the Dublin Area, issued the follow- 
ing Order yesterday :— 

With the approval of the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief the Forces in Ireland, 
all public-houses and spirit grocers’ through- 
out the area of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police are restricted for the sale of in- 
toxicant liquors to the hours of 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on week days, as a temporary 
measure. This Order to take effect from 
Wednesday, 24th May, 1916. 

This Order curtails the hours of opening 
allowed by General Sandbach in his Order 
published on May 15th. When the rebellion 
occurred publicans were only allowed to open 
their licensed premises daily between the 
hours of 2 and 5 p.m. On May 12th a mew 
Order extended the hours from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m., and on the 15th inst. another Order

of. the week, between 7 a.m. and 9.30 p.m. 
on two days, and from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. on

The Prime Minister, in moving for a 

Vote of Credit this afternoon for the huge 
sum of three hundred millions, was very 
brief in his remarks. They dealt only 
with finance, and there was no attempt 
to give a summary of the situation in the 
various theatres of war. There was, how- 
ever, a quietly optimistic tone about the 
tha which was very refreshing. During 
the fifty days ended on Saturday last the 
war had cost £4,820,000 a day, or a total 
of £241,000,000. This was the highest 
average we had yet reached. _ Men and 
munitions cost £149,000,000, advances to 
our Allies £74,500,000, and food supplies, 
railway, etc., £17,500,000. He considered 
that the figures showed a serious rate of 
increase, but without the loans to our 
Allies the war could not be prosecuted 
with success, and the country was not to 
hope for any sensible diminution in these’ 
loans. He thought that the daily ex- 
penditure in future would be about 
£4,750,000 a day. In giving these figures 
the Prime Minister made it clear more 
than once that the country could stand 
them. —_ 
Mr. Churchill followed the Prime 
Minister in a speech which, like most of 
them which he has delivered since he left 
the Government, was full of criticism of 
the policy of his former colleagues, or 
rather what he considers to be their want 
of policy. He was particularly sceptical 
as to whether we were making sufficiently 
active use of the forces already at our 
disposal. We heard a great deal of the 
necessity of “combing” able-bodied men 
out of this and that industry. He would 
say to the War Office, “ Physician, comb 
thyself,’ by which he meant it should find 
a means of throwing against the enemy 
the great forces now locked up in Egypt, 
Salonika, and elsewhere. 

The House listened with obvious interest, 
but with by no means unadulterated ap- 
proval, to a speech which, like some of 
its predecessors, rather conveyed the im- 
pression that there was only one man 
who really understood the situation, and 
that nothing could go right withost him. 
Mr. Wardle, the leader of the Labour 
Party, did not think Mr. Churchill had 
been very helpful. Sir Ivor Herbert, on 
the other hand, considered that he had 
conferred a great benefit on his country 
by his bold, statesmanlike speech. In his 
opinion, we had suffered throughout from 
the lack of a definite policy, for which 
he blamed Lord Kitchener. Even now the 
Government did not — to know how 
many men they wanted fo? the Army, or 
what exactly they are going to do with 
them.

ENEMY LOSE HEAVILY IN 


MASS ATTACKS. 


The French official communiqué: for Monday 
night, received too late for publication 
yesterday, contained the information 
that Fort Douaumont had again fa*en 
into French hands. Yesterday after- 
noon’s report stated that fighting con. 
tinued in the region of the fort, the 
French continuing to drive back the 
enemy. 

In the Verdun region, yesterday afternoon's 
report states, the battle continued ex: 
tremely violent. A furious enemy counter- 
_ attack against Hill 304 completely failed. 
West of the hill the enemy used flame 
projectors and penetrated one trench, 
but a brilliant counter-attack forced him 
to evacuate all occupied positions. 
the Thi nt-Douaumont sector stub- 
born fighting is going on. The enemy, 
who increased his mass attacks and 
suffered enormous losses, succeeded in 
re-occupying a trench north of Ithiau- 
mont Farm.

ALLIED AIRMEN DROP BOMBS

Le-t night’s Turkish report states :—

‘The 
same night our seaplanes, in pursuit of enemy 
airmen, flew over the Island of Imbros, and 
dropped nine bombs on enemy aeroplane 
sheds from a height of 2,000 feet with good 
effect. á 

Off the Island oí Imbros an enemy monitor 
on Saturday last unsuccessfully shelled Sedd 
ul Bahr. Our artillery damaged the funnel! 
and mainmast of an enemy cruiser which was 
towing two boats, and was approaching the 
coast south of Kush Adasi, in Smyrha waters. 
The cruiser was obliged by our firé to with- 
draw in the direction of Saimos after firing 
four shots. 

In reprisal for the bombardment of EF! 
Arish, one of our air squadrons on the night 
of May 20-21 attacked Port Said, and dropped 
numerous bombs on vessels anchored near the 
coast and in the harbour and on military posts 
in the town, causing large outbreaks of fire.

SINKING OF THE 
BERNADETTE. 

The Press Bureau.last night issued the fol- 
lowing details of the sinking of the French 
sailing fishing vessel Bernadette :— 

‘The Bernadette, a schooner of 300 tons, 
‘rrying a crew of 34 men, was proceeding 
rom Fecamp to Newfoundland fishing 
crounds. On May Ist, at 2 p.m., ‘when she 


s about ninety miles from the nearest land,

submarine was sighted about 


When about a mile away the shbmarine, 
which was flying the German flag, hoisted a 
signal for the crew of the Bernadette to leave 
their ship at once. The master intmediately 
gave orders to lower the boats, seven in num- 
her. The crew had only just time to gét into 
them, when the submarine, at a distance of 
about a hundred yards, fired the first shot, 
without ‘warning. When the firing finished 
the submarine was only a few yards from the 
Bernadette. Five minutes later the Berna- 
dette settled down by the head, and sank 
within a few minutes. The submarine then 
disappeared in an easterly direction, As the 
submarine was passing by his boats the master 
approached her, and asked for food, but the 
officer on board the submarine waived him off, 
and the submarine raced away. The seven 
boats continued rowing in the same direction 
till 8 p.m., when they lost each other in the 
darkness. In the afternoon of the 2nd May 
four of the crew, who were in one of the 
Bernadette’s small boats, sighted the Belgian 
steam trawler Eaby, and signalled for assist- 
ance. The Eaby immediately picked them 
up. As the four men had been without food 
or drink for twenty-eight hours they were in a 
state of exhaustion. The Eabv searched until 
10 o'clock at night for the remaining boats of 
the Bernadette, but without success. The 
menibers of the crew were subsequently picked 
up by various ships, and landed at. Liverpool 
and Cibraltar on the 18th May. It was re- 
ported that the Norwegian steamer Falkland 
had arrived at Philadelphia, having picked up 
the master and three seamen on the 2nd May. 
It is understood that twenty-nine out of 
thirty-four of the crew of the Bernadette have 
now been picked up, leaving five men still un- 
accounted for.

BRITAIN BLAMED FOR 


THE WAR. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM» 
AMSTERDAM, Tvzspay. 

The reply of the German Imperial Chancel- 
lor to the statement recently made by Sir 
Edward Grey to Mr. Edward Price Bell, of 
the Chicago Daily News, regarding the aims 
of the Allies, has been issued in the form of 
an interview with the American journalist, 
Herr Wigand, who hase telegraphed the follow- 
ing, account to the New is ork World:— 

he Imperial Chancellor observed that after 
22 months of terrible losses of blood and 
treasure Great Britain is beginning to per- 
ceive that the German people cannot be 
smashed or destroyed. Sir Edward Grey 
declares British statesmen never desired to 
smash and destroy Germany, in spite of the 
declarations to the contrary of his Ministerial 
colleagues, the demands of the British Press, 
and the assurance which President Poincaré 
offered to the French people, that Great 
Britain and France would finally dictate peace 
to Germany. 

The Chancellor was surprised that Sir 
Edward Grey still continues to distinguish 
between Prussia and the rest of Germany, 
and he thought the marvellous heroic unity 
of the entire German people in defence of 
their homes would have opened the eyes of 
these gentlemen. As regards militarism, it 
is not Germany, he said, but Great Britain, 
who, for 20 years, has prosecuted a policy of 
militarism in Egypt, at Fashoda, in the Boer 
War, and at Algeciras, where Great Britain, 
according to Sir Edward Grey's admission, 
intimated to France that she could have 
British assistance in the war, and the 
General Staff of both countries began to come 
t an agreement. 

In the Bosnian crisis Germany averted war. 
Great Britain showed displeasure at this. In 
Petrograd Sir Edward Grey declared the 
belief that British public opinion would have 
approved war by Great Britain on Russia's 
side. In the Agadir case we were on the 
point of settling differences with France by 
negotiation, when Great Britain, with Mr. 
<y és George 'e speeches, caused the danger 
Ot war. 


NEUTRALITY SUGGESTION. 

The Imperial Chancellor proceeded :—The 
neutrality agreement which I offered Lord 
Haldane would have secured the peace of 
Europe and the entire world, but Great Bri- 
tain declined. I stated on August 19, 1915, 
the final wording of his proposal in the 
Reichstag report ran :—‘‘ Great Britain will 
preserve this benevolent neutrality should 
war be forced on Germany.” I beg you to 
note the word “forced.” Sir Edward Grey’s 
observation on this point is contrary to facts. 

The Chancellor's last remark about, the 
past was directed against Sir Edward Grey’s 
deciaration that Germany could have avoided 
war if she accented the British proposal for a 
Conference. How could Germany, he asked, 
accept a proposal in view of the extensive 
mobilisation measures of Russia. We knew 
exactly, he observed, that the Russian Go- 
vernment had already begun mobilisation 
when Sir Edward Grey’s proposal for a Con- } 
ference was made. If after the negotiations 
of from twe to three weeks, while Russia con- 
tinued massing troops on our frontier, the 
Conference failed, would Great Britain then 
have preserved us from a Russian invasion 
with her army and fleet? Sir Edward Grey 
himself recognised in July, 1914, that my 
counter proposal for a direct discussion 
between Vienna and Petrograd were more 
likely to be successful. This discussion was 
proceeding well, when Russia, by a sudden 
mobilisation of the entire army, rendered 
war inevitable. According to the report of 
the Belgian Minister in Petrograd, the Rus- 
sian party got the upper hand when it could 
reckon on British support. Why did Great 
Britain act thus? On August 3rd, 1914, Sir 
Edward Grey said that Great Britain would 
hardly suffer more if she participated in the 
war than if she abstained, and referred to the 
great vital interests of Great Britain in re- 
gard to Belgium. Great Britain began 
war, not for Belgium, but for her own sake. 
Three days later Mr. Asquith declared Great 
Britain’s motive for going to war was two- 
fold—first, her solemn international obliga- 
tion; and, secondly, the principle that small 
nations shouid not be stifled. 

The same Asquith declared in his last speech 
that Great Britain and France had been 
obliged to join in the war, so that Germany 
should win no predominant position. It is 
the acme of militarism to participate in a 
war against another country to prevent it 
from becoming strong. 


CHANCELLOR DENIES 
RESPONSIBILITY. 

The Chancellor, replyirfg to a question by 
Herr Weigand, said—Do you know what 
Great Britain thought formerly about Belgian 
neutrality? On February 4, 1887, she de- 
clared that the establishment of a right of 
way through Belgium in the event of war 
would not violate her honour so long as the 
integrity and independence of Belgium were 
not endangered. The Liberal Pali Mall 
Gazette agreed. Before the outbreak of war 
I offered Great. Britain the full guarantee 
for the integrity and independence of Bel- 
gium. Great Britain rejected the offer as a 
contemptible proposal. In 1887 it was a 
question of France as Great Britain's rival, 
but in 1914 Germany was the enemy. There- 
fore Great Britain’s interest spoke in favour 
of war. About the future, the Chancellor re- 
marked that he also wished for a lasting 
peace, and he went on—But we will not get 
nearer it so long as ee saga statesmen of 
the Entente in remarks about Prussian 
tyranny and militarism vaunt their own 
superiority and perfection, or wish to change 
Germany's political conditions. Germany, 
however, has Home Rule. Did Great 
Britain’s democratic Constitution prevent 
British statesmen from making secret agree- 
ments with France and Russia, which are 
the real cause of the war? Twice publicly I 
stated openly that Germany was ready to 
negotiate on a basis which would protect her 
against future attacks by a coalition, to secure 
the peace of Europe. You know President 
Poigcaré’s reply. Only when statesmen take 
the war situation as every map shows it, 
and when they honourably desire to discuss 
peace proposals in a practical way, shall we 
approach peace. Who is not prepared for it 
may bear the guilt. If Europe continues to 
— I absolutely repudiate any responsi- 

ility.

COLONEL CHURCHILL AND 
‘THE ARMY. 


HOW ITS STRENGTH MAY 
BE INCREASED. 


Mr. Asquith, in moving a Vote of Credit of 
£300,000,000 for war purposes, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, explained 
that this scm brought the total voted for 
the current year to £600,000,000, and the 
total so voted since the beginning of the 
war te £2,382,000,000, 

On the occasion of the previous vote he esti- 
mated our daily average expenditure at 
an amount not exceeding £5,000,000 per 
day. Since then the average daily ex: 
penditure, the highest since the war 
began, had been £4,820,000. 

In this daily expenditure the largest items 
since 21st February had been—-Army, 
Navy, and munitions, £149,000,000; 
loans to Allfes and Dominions, 
£74,500,000; food supplies, railways, 
and miscellaneous purchases, £17,500,000. 

The daily expenditure on the fighting forces 
had remained practically the same as in 
the previous period, the increase being 
chiefly due te leans to our Allies and 
Dominions. So far as the Army, Navy, 
and munitions were concerned the ex: 
‘penditure had been on the average of 
£3,000,000 per day—slightly less than the 
average when he last addressed the House. 

The vote granted on February 2ist would 
carry us on at the present rate until June 
2nd, and the new vote of £300,000,000, 
based on an average daily expenditure of 
£4,750,000, would last approximately 
until the middle of the first week in 
August. 

The vete was agreed to after discussion. 


On the motion to go into Committee of 
Supply on the Supplementary Vote of Creait 
in the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. ASQUITH, who was received with 
cheers, said—The Supplementary Vote of 
Credit to which I am about to ask the House 
to assent is the eleventh that I have pro- 
posed since the war began, and it is the 
second for the current financial year, 1916- 
1917, and in submitting to the House the 
relevant facts ang figures 1 shall confine my- 
seif strictly, in the first instance, to the | 
financial necessities of the country, and shall 
not enter on this occasion into anything ‘in 
the nature of a general review of the 
strategical situation. On 21st February last 
the House voted the first Vote of Credit for 
the current financial year, which amounted 
to £300,000,000, and the sum which we are 
now. asking the House to assent to is again 

000,000; so that if this Vote is agreed 
to the total sum granted by the House for 
the current financial year will be 
£600,000,000: It may be useful to recapitu- 
late the figure of the Votes of Credit since 
the outbreak of war. — For the first year, 
1914.1915, three Votes were taken, amount- 
ing in all to £362,000,000. For the second 
financial year, 1915-1916, the Government 
proposed, and the House agreed to, six 
Votes, \amountin in the aggregate to 
£1,420,000,000. f these two sums are 
added, the £600,000,000 which, if the Vote 
is agreed to, will be the authorised ex- , 
penaiture for the current financial year, the 
aggregate of all the Votes of Credit since the 
outbreak of the war, up to and including 
that now under consideration, becomes 
£2,382,000,000. Turning to the current 
financial year, the Vote of Credit, out of 
which sum up to the 3lst March the war 
expenditure has been met, is the one passed 
on 2lst February—£300,000,000. [, there- 
fore, begin my review of the progress of ex- 
penditure from the Ist April, the first aay of 
the current financial year. When I last 
addressed the House, on the 2lst February, 
dealing with the period which the Vote of 
Credit then under consideration would pro- 
bably cover, Í pointed out to the House that 
up to that date the average daily expendi- 
ture from Votes of Credit over any period 
had not, after making necessary adjustments, 
exceeded £4,400,000 a day. I added that 
the expenditure would probably not rise 
above £5,000,000 a day. That rate, was in- 
dicated by me as a maximum, which it was 
not anticipated we should reach. I added 
that if the daily rate of expenditure of 
five millions was taken, the Vote of Credit I 
then proposed would last sixty days, 1.¢., 
from Ist April to the end of May. In the 
course of the debate which then took place 
some criticism was directed against what Mr. 
Lough described as this five millions a day 
estimate, and complaint was mace in some 
quarters that the Treasury forecast of ex- 
penditure had been exaggerated. 


SOME GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


I should like to make one or two general 
observations on the point. The first is, that 
under present conditions, with an expendi- 
ture of this magnitude, it is exceptionally 
Gifficult to make any forecast which can pre- 
tend to be accurate of the expenditure which 
is likely to be incurred in any comparatively 
short given period. The shorter the period 
the greater the difficulty. Outgoings ects. 
ate considerably from week to week, and in 
some weeks we have actually expended more 
than the five millions per day. The second 
observation is that in making an estimate you 
must, of course, allow a margin. for 
exigencies, and when we frame our estimate 
on the basis! of a daily rate of expenditure 
the aggregate margin necessarily becomes 
greater than it would be in the case of an 
estimate based on weekly or monthly expen- 
diture. On each occasion on which I have 
moved a Vote of Credit I have always given 
the House full figures as to what is the rate 
of expenditure day by day. Now, sir, let 
me see how far the forecast which I made 
last February has been borne out by results. 
The period from the Ist April to the 20th 
May—last Saturday—covers a period of fifty 
days. During those fifty days the expendi- 
ture from Votes of Credit has n ascer- 
tained to have been nearly £241,000,000.. it 
follows that the daily average expenditure 
has been £4,820,000, the highest average 
since the war. began. Of course, these 
figures are only a rough estimate, and may, 
erhapg, remind the House what have been 
the true expenaiture In the last financial 
vear—1915-1916—from Ist April to 17th July, 
it was approximately £2,8900.000 a day. 
From 18th July to Ilth September it rose 
approximately to £3,500,000 a day, and trom 
11th September till November 6th it reached 
a daily average of £4,350,000. As I said 
when I was speaking last February, the daily 
average sums then varied between £4,300,000 
and £4,400,000 per aay. 


MAIN ITEMS OF EXPENDITURE. 


The main items of expenditure since the 
2ist February have been as follows :—Army, 
Navy, and munitions, £149,000,000; loans to 
Allies and Dominions, £74,500,000: food 
supplies, railways, and miscellaneous pur- 
chases, £17,500,000. The House will see that 
the daily average expenditure of the fighting 
services remains practically the same as im 
the Fe period. ise increase has been 
mainly due to leans to our Allies and 
Dominions. So far as the Army, Navy, and 
munitions ate coxcerned, the fe + ca 
have been, on the average, £3,000,000 
slightly less On the daily avera 
penditure when I last add 
the House. We cannot hope, so far as we 
can foresee, for any sensible diminution 
in the near future of our iture by way 
of loans to our Allies and inions. 

Vote of Credit granted on February 21st will 
carry us on, at thé present rate of expendi- 
ture, until Jane 2.

On consideration of the Military Service 
Bill on Report, 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE, replying. te 
the Marquis of Salisbury, said that the Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board 
to issue an instruction to the tribunals direct- 
ing them that the case of a man who was the 

roprietor of a business upon which he and 
ie family were entirely dependent, and whieh 
could not be ‘carried on in his absence, should 
be treated as coming within the category of 
the cases of hardships which would entitle 
an applicant to exemption {rom military ser- 
vice, 


LORD KITCHENER’S STATEMENT. 


On the motion for the third reading, 

Earl KITCHENER said—On the final stage 
of this bill # may be appropriate for me to 
say that its smooth and rapid passage through 
your lordship’s House will prove most bene- 
ficial to the Army. As soon as it has re- 
ceived the Royal Assent we shall be able to 
regulate the flow of recruits to the Colours, 
and get rid of those sudden fluctuations in re- 
cruiting that were so prejudicial alike te 
military and industrial interests. Further, 
and I would emphasise the point, the process 
of recruiting will now -be carried on with the 
minimum possible ‘inconvenience to the men 
themselves. The idea has apparently been 
prevalent in certain quarters that from some 
wholly inexplicable motive the military au- 
thorities are prone to crowd, and even con- 
gest, the ranks with men physically unfit. No 
suggestion could be wider from the truth. 
Under the provisions of this bill we can call 
up men for medical re-examination, but this 
power will be exercised not to absorb the 
physically unfit, but to secure the physically 
efficient. Some of these men are undoubtedly 
sheltering themselves behind certificates ac- 
quired in an. unsatisíattory way, or under a 
temporary condition of ill-health. The terms 
of this bill will enable us to make use of men 
who were discarded on account of apparent 
disability for active service, but who were 
suitable for home service, clerical work, and 
the like. In a word, the bill makes, directly 
and unmistakably for equality of sacrifice in 
the national cause. The Army Council, for 
their part, will use every effort to render it 
as easy as possible for the men to be called 
up. We shall keep the groups open for 
voluntary attestation until the appointed date. 
We shall not summon for medical re-examina- 
tion any man whose rejection by the Medical 
Board has been final, and who 1s so recorded 
on the Medical Register. Apart from these 
small or domestic matters, there is no doubt 
that the armies in the field will welcome the 
measure with intense satisfaction. The 
Generals and the Staff will be able to count 
with greater certainty on the necessary drafts 
for reinforcements, and the rank and file will 
be encouraged by the thought that, all their 
countrymen at home are quite prepared to 
support them to the utmost of their power. 
Our Allies also will, I believe, recognise in 
our acceptanee of obligations which entail such 
a marked departure from our national tradi- 
tions, that this country is prepared to throw 
into the scale, without reserve, the whole of 
our resources against the common foe. (Cheers.) 
The conviction universally felt that we have 
engaged in a just war, and the patriotism of 
our people under the voluntary system gave us 
a far larger army than we could have anti- 
cipated, aid this bill will enable os to main- 
tain its numbers in a manner and a degree 
not hitherto possible, and thus take our fair 
and full share in the great conflict on the 
issue of which our nation, as a nation, and 
the future of our race depend. (Cheers.) 

Lord WEARDALE expressed the view that 
the bill was wholly unnecessary, and that the 
patriotism of the country would have re-— 
sponded voluntarily to any calls that were 
made upon it. 

In answer,to Lord Harris and the Earl of

Karl KITCHENER said he could ‘assure 
them that there was no one who believed more 
in county association regiments than he did.
